Party Time 

Mark your calendars now and save this date: Friday, March 
22. PBCLA will hold its annual social then, a cocktail party at 
the Morikami Museum in Delray Beach. Our special guest will be 
author Lucia St. Clair Robson, whose new novel, The Tokaido Road, 
will be published in March. Ms. Robson's first three novels 
featured native Americans, and were published in paperback. Ride 
the Hind made the New York Times bestseller list, and her books 
been so successful that Ballantine is publishing The Tokaido 
Koad in hard cover. 

In its Prepub Alert for November 15, 1990, Library Journal 
called The Tokaido Road "a carefully researched saga of feudal 
Japan. Clearly," continued LJ, "Robson chooses projects that 
require doing some homework beforehand. How does she manage so 
well? She used to be a librarian!" The book has been chosen as 
a Literary Guild Alternate. 

The Morikami will cosponsor this party, which will be a 
fundraiser for both the museum and BookFest! Organizers will 
keep prices low so that librarians can afford to come and bring 
their friends and significant others. This party will be held 
after work on Friday afternoon/evening; exact times will be 
announced in a later newsletter. 

Hew Treasurer 

Armand Ternak resigned as PBCLA Treasurer to finish his 
dissertation, which is due in April 1991. The Executive Board accepted 
his resignation with regret, and appointed West Palm Beach Library 
Director Sally Bailey to the position. In his letter of resignation, 
Mr. Ternak said: 

... It has been a very exciting and busy 6 months working 
with the Palm Beach County Library Association and the 
BookFest Board of Directors! We seem to be making a 
transition from a relatively quiet association to a major 
proactive and community enlightening force in this county. I 
am truly happy that librarians are having a good impact. 

Mr. Ternak also resigned as Fundraising Chair for BookFest!, but 
he will continue to serve on that committee. 


Support Staff Questionnaire 

Thanks to everyone who returned support staff questionnaires. The 
results show that paraprofessionals in Palm Beach County are highly 
educated and dedicated employees with a great interest in improving 
their library skills. Many of you requested the same kinds of 
workshops: learning reference skills, dealing with difficult patrons, 

stress reduction, and time management. 

The single most important thing to come out of this questionnaire 
was the obvious need for university level library courses to be offered 
in Palm Beach County. A significantly large number of 
paraprofessionals want to earn credit toward an M.L.S., but find it 
difficult to get to classes in Fort Lauderdale or Miami after work. 
Here are two comments: 

[We need] active lobbying on part of PBCLA to bring 
University of South Florida library courses to Palm Beach 
County. With so many library paraprofessionals in Martin, 

St. Lucie, and Palm Beach counties interested in continuing 
their library educations, there is no reason the University 
of South Florida should not service this area as well. 

It is of the utmost necessity and urgency, that outreach 
classes for the Masters in Library Science program be offered 
in Central or Northern Palm Beach County. These classes, 
which are currently being offered in Broward County through 
the University of South Florida, and in Dade County through 
Florida State University, are inconvenient in terms of 
distance and schedules. I urge PBCLA and all library 
administrators to lobby library school officials and state 
legislators on behalf of all paraprofessionals who have 
ardent desires to become professional librarians, but who 
cannot resign from their jobs nor drive 60 miles to attend 
classes. We need library school classes to be offered in Palm 
Beach County! 

This is an important issue, one that PBCLA will be looking into in 
upcoming months. If you are interested in lobbying for library 
classes in Palm Beach County contact Tracy Simkowitz at 965-4155.
